thatin the trial and decision of all original Suits re- 
ferred to them by the Judge, the Principal Sudder 
Ameens shall be guided by the rules established for the 
conduct of businessin the Courts of the Zillah and 
City Judges.

If.—And it is hereby enacted, that the provisions 
of Section 4, Act No. XXV. of 1837, in respect to 
appeals from decisions passed by Principal Sudder

III --And it is hereby enacted, that such parte of 
Regulation XXI.

of Fort William in Bengal. 

VIJI.-—And it is hereby enacted, that persons invested 
with the powers of Moonsiffs shall be competent to 
receive, try, and determine suits of every desertption 
under the restrictions as to local furiediction and valno 
of property mentioned in Clauses 1,2 and 3, Section 
5, Regulation V, 1831. Provided, however, that no 
Moonsiff shall try any suit, in which he himself, or his 
relatives, or dependants, orthe Vakeels or Officers of 
his Court shall bea party. 

TX.—And it is hereby enacted, that in cases, where 
by reason of the above Section, a Moonsiff cannot try a 
suit because he himself, or his relatives, or dependants, 
or the Vakeols or Officers of his Court are a party to

I. Whereas sufficient provision is not made for ro.

all poranna whatsoever, whether generally amenable to 
the Courts of the East India Company or otherwise, 
using menacing gosturea or expressiona, or otherwise 


ohstructing Justice in the presence of any Zillah or City | 


Magistrate, Joint Magistrate, or other Officer under a 
Magistrate empowered to try Criminal cases, or any” 
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superior er inferior Court, Civil or Criminal, of 
dhe doot rda Compacy, hali be Hable to be 
ded by the Acthorifty whose proceedings are ob- 
etruvted fa any .meunt neg exceeding 200 Rupees, 
or oiu case such foe be not paid to be impri- 
soned for any pernod net exceeding one month, 
Mrovided that from che award of punishment in such 
cases cu appeal shall fie, if preferred within one month,

Anditishereby tarther enacted, that the Sudder 
Board of Teevenue, the local Commissioners, or other 
Olivers exercising the powers of either of those autho- 
sities, the Colic ters, or other Officers exercising the 
powers of Collector, shall be eompetent to punish any 
obstruction of the nature aforesaid, by fine to an ex- 
tent not execeding 200 Rupees, and jn case such fine 
be not paid by imprisonment in the Civil Jail for a 
period not exceading uno month. Provided that the 
orders passed in such eases shall be subject on appeal 
to the revision and contrent of tho superior Revenue 
Author ties, asin all others, and shall, as well as 
the sertences passed under Section I. of this Act, 
be carried into effeet by the Magistrate, on appli- 
cation being made to tbat Officer, in the usual mode.

Intelligence having been received which leaves 
no room to doubt that, after the British Force at 
Cabool had maintained its position against over- 
powering numbers of Insurgents for more than 
six weeks, the Officer Commanding had judged it 
necessary, in consequence of a failure of Provi- 
gions, to agree tn a convention with the enemy, 
and to retire, in reliance on the faith of that con- 
vention, towards Jellalabad, when the Troops 
exposed to the worst rigors of cold and privation 
in the mountain defiles, and harassed by treacher- 
ous attacks, suffered extreme disaster,- -the Go- 
vernor General in Council deems it proper to 
notify, that the most active measures have been 
adopted, and will be steadfastly prosecuted, for 
expediting powerful reinforcements to the Affghan 
Frontier, and for assisting such operations as may 
be required in that quarter for the maintenance of 
the honor and interests of the British Govern- 
ment. 

The ample Military means at the disposal of 
the British Government will be strenuously 
~wpplied to these objects, go as at once to support 
external operations, and to ensure efficient protec- 
tion to its subjects and allies. 


A faithless enemy, stainec by the foul crime of 
assassination, has, through a failure of supplies, 
followed by consummate treachery, been able to 
overcome a body of British Troops, in a country 
removed, by distance and difficulties of season, from 
the possibility of succour. But the Governor Ge- 
neral in Council, while he most deeply laments the 
loss of brave Officers and men, regards this partial 
reverse only asa new occasion for displaying the

An Act for regulating the service of Hereditary 
Officers under the Presidency of Bombay, 


Whereas it has been found that the 
provisions of Regulation XVI. 1827 of 
the Bombay Code, are insufficient to 
secure the cfficient discharge of the duties of Heredi- 
tary Officers : 


I. It is hereby enacted, that Sections XVII and 
XVIL. of Regulation XVI, of 1827 of the Bombay 
Code, be rescinded. 


II. And it is hereby enacted, that all Hereditary 
Officers of whatever denomination, belouging to, or 
employed in the management of the Laud Revenue, or 
of the Customs or Town Duties, or Excise, or other 
Revenue, or in the Police, or in the Civil Administration 
of the country, shall render the usual services of their 
respective Olfices, as far as the same may be required 
by the Collector, or other Officer under whose control 
they may be placed by usage or the orders of Govern- 
‘ment. 


III. And it is hereby enacted, that when the 
duties of an Hereditary Office fallin more than ono 
Department, it shall be competent to the Governor in 
Council of Bombay to prescribe what Otficer shell be 
vested with the control of such Office,

IV. And it is herehy enacted, that it shall he 
competent to the Collector or other Officer to whom 
the duties of an Hereditary Offico are, as provided in 
Clause II., to be rendered, when the performance of 
those duties is claimed in rotation by different sharers, 
toreguire that the sharers in the wutun shall noe 
minato a fit and proper person from among their num- 
ber, who shall hold the Office as the Representative 
of the family either duriag life, or for such term, not 
being lese in each instance than (five) 5 years, as the 
Collector or Controlling Officer shall determine with 
the sanction of the Governor in Conneil, and in the 
event of the sharers not so nominating one or more, if 
required of their number within a reasonable period 
to be fixed by the Collector or Controlling Otficer, the 
latter shall himself exercise the power of selection, 
subject to the approval uf the Govornor in Council. 


V. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be 
competent to the Collector or Coatrolling Officer to 
refuse to confirm the nomination by the sharers of any 
individual, if he shall have reason to think, that from 
age or personal disqualification the duiies of the 
Office will not be properly performec. by him, or if 
from character and past conduct the person nomie 
nated be eonsidered unworthy of trust, provided that 
the grounds of such refusal shall be recorded in writ- 
ing and that an appeal from such decision shall lie 
to the Governor in Council, whose order thereun 
sliall be final, 


VI. And it is hereby enacted, tha: the Collector 
or Controlling Officer shall have power to punish 
Officiating Hereditary Officers for misconduct or 
neglect of duty by suspension from office, pay, and 
emolument, or by fine not exveeding the computed 
official emolument of their offices for three months, 
and to levy the said Bae in the mode authorized fur 
realizing Revenue demands. 


VIIL And it is hereby further enacted, that the 
Collector or Controlling Officer, in cases of miscon- 
duct or incompetency on ihe part of an Officiating 
Hereditary Officer, shal! have power to dismiss such 
Officer from his employment, but no ruch dismissal 
shall take place, except on an investigation recorded 
in writing, which shall be submitted for the approval 
and sanction of the Governor in Council. 


VIIL Anditis hereby enacted, that, in conduct- 
ing the investigation prescribed in the preceding 
Section, the Collector or Controlling Officer shail 
have the samo authority as a Magistrate in compelling 
the attendance of parties and witnesses, and the pro- 
duction of papers, and in taking evidence. 


IX. And it is hereby, further enacted, that, if 
fraud or malversation, or any criminal offence in the 
condnet of the duties of the Office is proved in a come 
peteat Court against an Officiating Hereditary 
Otħicer, it shall be lawful for the sail Governor in 
Council, on the report of the Collector or Con- 
trolling Officer, to direct the attachmest and con- 
fiscation of the entire wutun, either whol or in 
part, or for a term of years, and during such attach- 
ment and cunfiseation the duties of the offico shall be 
performed, and the proceeds of the wutnn disposed 
of, in such manner as the said Governor in Council 
may direct. 


X. And itis hereby enacted, that no female shall 
perform in porson the duties of any hereditary office. 


XI. And it is hereby enacted. that if ny Here- 
ditary OTicer is incapable of personally dischargiug 
the duties of his or her office by reason of sex, mino- 
rity, mental or bodily infirmity, or manifest incapa- 
city, it shall he lawful for the Collector or Controlling 
Oficer to call upon him or her, or hie or her Guar- 
dians to appoint a Deputy, subject to his approval, and 
on the party or parties failing toappoint a fit Deputy 
within a reasonable period, the appointment shall be 
made by the said Collector or Controlling Officer. 


XII. And it is hereby enacted, that all deputies 
appointed to perform the Duties of Hereditary Offices 
under this Act, and under Section IV. Regulation V, 
1833, of the Bombay Cude, shall be subject to the 
same rules and penalties as the Principals,—and the 
wutun of the office shall also be liable to attachment 


and confiscation for miseonduct of the Députy, when 


appointed by the Hereditary Officer's in the same 
manner as it would be, if the Hereditary Officer him- 
self were the offender. eoon —— 
III. And itis hereby enacted, that nothing con- 
tained in this Act shall be construed ‘to debar the 
tight of any sharer to participate in the rents and

profits of any Hereditary Office so held and Aled as 
above provided, after provision shall have been made 
therefrom for the fit maintenance of the Oifictating 
Hereditary Oficor, for which purpose it shall be com- 
petent to the Collector or Controlling Olficer to fix 
and assign aapecitic portion of such rents and omo- 
Iuments, Jeaving the remainder only, enbject to the 
elaims of the other sharers—and further that the por- 
tion of the rents and emoluments so fixed and assigned 
shall be the official remuneration of the Officiating 
Hereditary Offcer, and shall not be liable to Civil pro- 
cess of any Court of Law, 


XIV. Anditis hereby enacted, that whenever it 
may be necessary, as above provided, that the Col- 
lector or Controlling Otfeer shall appoint a Deputy to 
conduct the duties of an Hereditary Office, it shull be 
lawful for him to assign to such Deputy a fit remune- 
ration from the rents and protits of the said Office. 


XV. And it in hereby enacted, that the terms 
“ Hereditary District or Village Offieo or Officers” 
or “ Hereditary District or Village Revenue Office or 
Officers” used in Kegulation XVI 1827 and Regu- 
lation V 1833, of the Bombay Code, shall be held to 
apply to all descriptiuns of Hereditary Offices and 
Officers.

The followmg Draft of a proposed Act was read in 
Council for the tirat time on the Ist of February, 
1842.

An Act for regulating the service of Hereditary 
Officers under the Presidency of Bombay. 


Whereas it has been found that the 
provisions of Regulation AVI. 1827 of 
the Bombay Code, are insufficient to 
securo the efficient discharge of the duties of Heredi- 
tary Officers : 

l Itis hereby enacted, that Sections XVII and 
XVIII of Regulation XVI. of 1827 of the Bombay 
Cade, be rescinded. 

1], And it is hereby enacted, that all Hereditary 

Officers of whatever denomination. belonging to, or 
employed in the management of the Land Revenue, or 
of the Customs or Town Duties, or Excise, or other 
Revenue, or in the Police, or in the Civil Administration 
of the country, shall render the usual services of their 
respective Offices, as far as the, same may be required 
by the Collector, or other Officer under whose control. 
they may be placed by usage or the orders of Govern. 
ment, 
s HI. And it is hereby enacted, that when the 
duties of an Ifereditary Office fallin more than one 
Departinent, it sball bo competent to the Governor in 
Council of Bombay to prescribe what Officer shall be 
vested with tlic contro] of such Office. 


Preamble. 





IV. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be 
competent to the Collector or other Officer to whom 
the duties of an Hereditary Office are, as’ provided in 
Clause II., to be rendered, when the performance of 
those duties is claimed in rotation by diferent sharers, 
to require that the sharers in the wutun shall no- 
minate a fit and proper person fram among their num- 
ber, who shall hold the Odice as the Representative 
of the family either during life, or for such term, not 
being less ia each instanee than (five) 5 years, as the 
Calleetor or Controlling Officer shall determine with 
the sanction of the Governor in Council, and in the 
event of the sharers not so namiuating one or more, if 
required of their number within a reasonable period 
to be fixed by the Collector or Controlling Olficer, the 
latter shall himself exercise the power of selection, 
subject to the approval of the Governor in Council. 

V. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be 
competent to the Collector or Controlling Officer ta 
refuge to confirm the nomination by the sharers of any 
individual, if he shail have reagon to think, that from 
age or personal disqualification the duties of the 
Office will not be properly performec by him, or if 
from character and past conduct the person nomie 
nated be considered unworthy of trust, provided that 
the grounds of such refusal shall be recorded in writ- 
ing and that an appeal from such decision shall jie 
to the Governor in Council, whose order thereon 
shall be final. 

VI. And it is hereby enacted, that the Collector 
or Controlling Officer shall have power to punish 
Officiating Hereditary Ovficers for misconduct or 
neglect of duty by suspension from offiee, pay, and 
emolument, or by fine not exceeding the compnted 
official emolument of their offices for three months, 
and to levy the said fine in the mode authorized for 
realizing Revenue demands. 

VII. And it is hereby further enacted, that tho 
Collector or Controlling Officer, in cases of miscon- 
duct or Incompetency on the part uf an Officiating 
Hereditary Officer, shall have power to dismiss such 
Officer from his employment, bnt no such dismissal 
shall take place, except on an investigation recorded 
in writing, which shall be submitted for the approval 
and sanction of the Goveraor in Council, 

VIII Anditis hereby enacted, that, in conduct- 
ing the investigation prescribed in the preceding 
Section, the Colleetor or Controlling Offcer ahall 
have the same authority as a Magistrate in compelling 
the attendance of parties and witnesses, and the pro- 
duction of papers, and in taking evidenco. 

IX. Ane it is hereby further enacted, that, if 
fraud or malversation, or any criminal offence in the 
conduct of the duties of the Office is proved in a coms 
petent Court against au Officiating Hereditary 
Officer, it shall be lawful for the said Governor in 
Council, on the report of the Collector or Cone 
trolling Oficer, to direct the attachme:t and eon} 
liscation of the entire wutnn, either wholly or in 
part, or for a term of years, and during such attach- 
ment and confiseation the duties of the office shall be 
performed, and the procecds of the wutun disposed 
of, in such manner as the said Goveruor in Council 
may direct. | 

X. And itis hereby enactoù, that no female shal] 
perform in person the duties of any hereditary office, 

XI. And itisherebyenscted. that if any Here- 
ditary Officer is incapable of peraonaily discharging 
the duties of his or her office by reason of sex, mino- 
rity, mental or bodily infirmity, or manifest incapa- 
city, it shall be lawful for the Collector or Controllin 
Officer to call upon him or her, or his or her Guar- 
dians to appotut a Deputy, subject to his approval, and 
on the party or parties failing toappoint a tit Deputy 
within a reasonable period, the appointment shall be 
made by the said Collector or Controlling Officer. 

XIIL. And it is hereby enacted, that all deputies 
appointed to perform the Duties of Hereditary Offices 
under this Act, and under Section IV. Regulation V, _ 
1833, of the Bombay Code, shall be suhject to the 
same rules and penalties as the Principals,—and the 
whtun of the office shall also be liable to attachment 
and confiscation for misconduct of the Depnty, when 
appointed by the Hereditary Officer's ‘in tho same 
manner as it would be, if the Boreditary Officer him- 
self were the offender, 

XIII. And itis hereby enacted, that nothing oon. 
tained in this Act shall be construed to i the 
right of any sharer to participate in the rents and 
profits of any Hereditary Office so held and filled aa 
above provided, after provision shall have been made 
therofrom for the fit maintenance of the Officlating

Hereditary Officer. for which purpose it shall be com- 
petent to the Coe'ector or Controding Officer to fix 
aed assigna spent portion of such rents and ema- 
Inments, leaving the remainder only, subject to the 
claims of the other sharers—and further that the por- 
tion ofthe rents and emoluments so fixed and assigned 
shall be the official remu eration of the Officiating 
Hereditary Officer, and shali nol be liable to Civil pro- 
cese of any Court of Law. 

XIV. Anditis hereby enacted, that whenever it 
may be necessary, as above provided, that the Col- 
lector or Controlling Officer shall appoint a Deputy to 
conduet the duties of an lereditary Office, it shall be 
lawful for bim to assign to such Deputy a fit remune- 
ration from the rests and protits of the said Office. 


XV. And it is hereby evacted, that the terms 
e Hereditary District or Village Offieo or Officers” 
or © Hereditary District or Village Revenue Office or 
Officers” used in Kegulation XVI 1827 and Regu- 
lation V 58383, of the Bombay Code, shall be held to 
apply to all descriptions of Hereditary Offices and 


Officers.

An Act for regulating the service of Hereditary 
Officers under the Presidency of Bombay. 


Whereas it has been found that the 
provisions of Regulation XVI. 1827 of 
the Bombay Code, are insufficient to 
secure the efficient discharge of the duties of Heredi- 
tary Officera : 

It is hereby enacted, that Sections XVII. and 
XVIII. of Regulation XVI. of 1827 of the Bombay 
Code, be rescinded. 

Il. And it ia hereby enacted, that all Hereditary 
Officers of whatever denomination, belonging to, or 
employed in the management of the Land Revenue, or 
of the Cuatoms or Town Datles, or Excise, or other 
Revenue, or in the Police, or in the Civil Administration 
of the country, shall render the usual services of their 
respective Ollices, as far as the same may be required 
by the Collector, or other Officer under whose control 
ghey e be placed by usago or the orders of Govern- 
ment. i 
RIII And it is hereby enacted, that when the 
duties of an Hereditary Office fall ig more than one 
Departinent, it sbal] be competent to the Governor in: 
Council of Bombay to prescribe what Officer shali be 
vested with the control of such Oliice, E 


Preamble, 


IV. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be 
coinpetant to the Collecior or other Olhecr to whom 
the duties of an Hereditary Office are, as provided in 
Clause IL., to be rendered, when the performance of 
those duties ig claimed in rutation by different sharers, 
to require that the sharers in the wutun shall noe 
minate a fit and proper perzon from among their num- 
ber, who shal) hold the Office us the Representative 
of the family either during life, or for such term, not 
being less in each instance than (five) 5 years, as the 
Collector or Controlling Officer shall determine with 
the sanction of the Governor in Council, aud in the 
event of the sharers not so nominating one or more, if 
required of their number within a reasonable period 
to be fixed by the Collector or Controlling Officer, the 
latter shall himself exercise the power of selection,

ing and that an appeal from such decision shall lie 
to the Governor in Council, whose order thereon 
shall be final. 

VI. And it is hereby onacted, that the Collector 
or Controlling Officer shall have power to punish 
Officiating Hereditary Officers for misconduct or 
neglect of duty by suspension from office, pay, and 
emolument, or by fine not exceeding the computed 
official emolument of their offices for three months, 
and to levy the said fine in the mode authorized for

VII. And it is hereby further enacted, that the 
Collector or Controlliog Officer, in cases of miscon- 
duct or incompetency on the part of an Officiating 
Hereditary Officer, shall have power to dismiss such 
Officer from his employment, but no such dismissal 
shall take place, except on an investigation recorded 
in writing, which shall be submitted for the approval 
and sanction of the Governor in Council.

Section, the Collector or Controlling Officer shail

And it ja hereby further enacted, that, if 
fraud or malversation, or any criminal offences in tho 
conduct of the duties of the Office is proved in a come 
petent Court against an Officiating Hereditary 
Officer, it shall be lawful for the said Governor in 
Council, on the report of the Collector or Cone 
trolling Officer, to direct the attachme-t and con- 
fiscation of the entire wutun, either wholly or in 
part, or for a term of years, and during sach attach. 
ment and confiscation the duties of the office shall be

$, And itis hereby enacted, that no female shail 
perform in person the duties of any hereditary offico. 

XI. And it ls hereby enacted, that if any Here- 
ditary Officer is incapable of personally discharging 
the duties ofhis or her office by reason of sex, mino- 
rity, mental or bodily infirmity, or inanifeat incapa- 
city, it shall be lawful for the Collector or Controlling 
Officer to call upon him or her, or his or her Guar. 
dians to appoint a Deputy, subject to his approval, and 
on the party or parties failing toappoin: a fit Deputy 
within a reasonable period, the appointment shall be 
made by the said Collector or Controlling Officer. 

XII. And it is hereby enacted, that al: deputies 
appointed to perform the Duties of Hereditary Offices 
under this Act, and under Section IV. Regulation V, 
1833, of the Bombay Code, shall be subject to the 
same rules and penalties as the Principals,—and the 
wutun of the office shall also be liable to attachment 
and confiscation for misconduct of the Deputy, when 
appointed by the Hereditary Officer’s in the same 
mannor as ig would be, if the Hereditary Officer him- 
self were the offender. | 


XIII. And itis hereby enacted, that nothing con- 
tained in this Act shall be construed to debar the 
right of any sharer to participate in the renta and 
profits of any Flereditary Office’so held and filled as 
above provided, after provision shall have been made 
therefrom for ihe fit maintenance of the OMitiating

Hereditary Officer, for which pnrpore it shall be com- 
petont to the Collector or Controlling Officer to fix 
and assign a specific portion of euch rents and emo- 
luments, leaving the remainder only, subject to the 
claima of the other sharers—and further that the por- 
tion ofthe rents and emoluments so fixed and assigned 
shall be the official remuneration of the Officiating 
Horeditary Officer, and shall not be liable to Civil pro- 
cess of any Court of Law. 

XIV. And itis hereby enacted, that whenever it 
may be necessary, as above provided, that the Col- 
lector or Controlling Officer shall appoint a Deputy to 
conduct the duties ofan Hereditary Office, it shall be 
lawful for him to assign to such Deputy a tit remune- 
ration from the rents and profits of the said Office.
